WEST, PARTICULARLY MOST MILITANT GROUP, NTS. NOTEWORTHY THIS 
CONNECTION THAT YAKUT!, KUDRYAVTSEV, NOVKIKOV ASCRIBED ORIGINAL 
CONTACT AND RECRUITING FOR SUBVERSIVE PURPOSES TO EMIGRES 
BOLDYREV, BALDALAKQV, ZHEDELYAGIN, FIRST TWO OF WHOM KNOWN 
TO EMBASSY AS NTS MEMBERS, AND DESCRIBED INITIAL TRAINING 
AND INDOCTRINATION BY CHIEF NTS OPERATIVE STAFF, OKOLOVTCH, 

AND UNDER AUSPICES NTS RESEARCH INSTITUTE BAD HOMBURG. 
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
